And Arab Palestine Considered In Jewish Circles 


LAKE SUCCESS-—-The possibility of an ex- 
change of populations between Israel and the 
Arab portion of Palestine was under discussion 


in Israeli circles this week. 


The plan, which would bring to an end the 
vexing problems of a large Arab minority in 
Israel and « Jewish minority in Arab Palestine, 
has been made feasible by the fact that more 
than 300,000 of the 538,000 Arabs in Israel have 
bed as a result o fthe defense of Israel against 


Arab aggression. 


Arthur Lourie, head of the Israeli United Na- 
tions office, said that Government circles in 
Tel Aviv were considering the plan. He said 
Israeli proposals included hopes of rescuing 
Jewish minorities from Arab countries, where 


many live in terror. 


The first Arab response was from Isa Nakleh 
representative of the Palestinian Arab Higher 
Committee, who denounced such talk as “ir- 


responsible.” 


This was the first time in several months 
that the Arab Higher Committee, which has 
discredited in the fighting and by-passed by 
UN Mediator Folke Bernadotte, has had 
naything to say recently.

Isruel Claims Jerusalem In Bid 
To Nail Down Military Gains 


TEL AVIV, Israel—The State of Israel proclaimed jurisdiction 
this week over new Jerusalem in the opening round of a struggle 
to nail down by political tactics the fruits of its dazzling military 


victories. 


The announcement set the stage for a test of the powers of 


Count Folke Bernadotte and of 
the United Nations since both old 
and new Jerusalem were to be 
internationalized under the UN 
partition decision of Nov. 29. 
Another move in that cam- 
paign was am announcement by 
David Ben Gurion, Israeli prime 
minister, that. Israel is ready to 
enter into direct negotiations 
with the Arab states for a perm- 
anent peace. 

Ben Gurion’s 
suggestion was 
a nudge to keep 
Beradotte, who 
has spoken of 
“modifying” the 
partition decis- 
ion, off balance. 
Bernadotte had 
made visits to 
the Israeli and 
Arab country 
capitals and busied himself with 
organizing his truce force., He 
Planned to attend a meeting in 
Sweden the first week of Aug- 
ust, indicating no changes in the 
Palestine political situation were 
likely soon, 

The Jerusalem jurisdiction an- 
houncement was made as_ the 
Arab League had reached the 
stage of talking about acceptance 


of the demilitarization of Jerus- 
alem.

Facts To Ponder 


Behind the Israeli announce- 
ment lay some hard facts for 
Bernadotte and Great Britain’ to 
Ponder. 

The move was madé@ on the 
Previously announced Israeli 
principle that any territory oc- 
Cupied by Israeli forces would 
come under jurisdiction of the 
State. On that basis, two bargain- 
ing Counters were called into play 
by the Israeli, 

FIRST, the basis was laid for 
an end to the fiction that the new 
city of Jerusalem, as well as the 





old, was a religious center holy to 
more than the Jews. The Jewish 
State could now say that it would 
concede the holy nature of the 
old city—which is held by King 
Abdullah’s Transjordan Legion— 
but add that such arguments to 
justify inclusion of the 100,000 
Jews of the new city in an inter- 
nationalized area were prepos- 
terous, 

SECOND, the principle of juris- 
diction on the basis of military 
contro] could also be invoked to 
cover the 800 square miles of 
Arab Palestine won by Israeli 
arms in the invasion that back- 
fired so disastrously for the 
Arabs. 

Name the Terms 

While the Jewish State re- 
mained committed to support of 
the UN, and presumably would 
return intact to the Arabs all 
territory they had lost, the fact 
remained that there was nothing 
to prevent the Israeli from nam- 
ing their terms. Such 
might include indemnity for the 
great property losses suffered by 
Israeli in the Arab bid for loot. 

The move was also based on 
the simple fact that the Israeli 
had the military strength and 
strategic position to make it 
stick. The road from Tel Aviv 
to Jerusalem and a belt of 
land on either side of it was 
firmly held by the Jews, except 
at Latrun. But that key point 
halfway between the two big 
Israeli. cities had been immobil- 
ized by the Jews in the last 
days of fighting before the sec- 
ond UN truce. 

Another element in the move 
was the hope of strengthening 
the infant government internally 
against its worst enemies at 


home, the dissident Irgun and 
Stern groups.

Assembly Election 
Set For Israel 


TEL AVIV, Israel, (JTA)—-The 
Israeli Government announced 
plans this. week for election of 
members to a constituent assem- 
bly which must be established by 
next Oct. 1 under terms of the 
United Nations partition decision. 


The Government said a com- 
mittee to prepare for the elec- 
tions, the first Jewish elections 
in a modern Jewish state. A draft 
constitution has been finished and 
the document will be submitted 
to the first meeting of the forth- 
coming constituent assembly. 


a show of loyalty to the first 
modern Jewish state by assert- 
ions that they are maintaining 
separate military organizations 
only outside of the borders of 
Israel. 

The Irgun and Sternists have 
been particularly vehement in 
asserting that they will never 
accept demilitarization and in- 
ternationalization of the new 
Jerusalem. As long as the terri- 
tory was in the fluid no-man’s- 
land of an unenforced UN defi- 
nition of internationality, con- 
trol of the dissidents was be- 
yond the Jewish State. 

The proclamation simultan- 
eously cut the propaganda ground 
out from under the dissidents 
and gave the Israel Government 
the legal basis for control of all 
military force in the area,

- Beginning to Crack Up 


As Israel Victory Nears 


National Jewish Post 


NEW YORK—tThe unity of U.S. Zionist groups created by the 
political fight to establish the Jewish state started coming apart 
at the seams this week as that fight neared final success. 

At a half a dozen places the fabric of a unity enforced by the 
imperative need for a united front during the crucial phases of the 


United Nations handling of the 
Palestine issue, showed signs of 
recent wear and tear. 

The major fight currently 
was over the sharp debate with- 
in the 250,000-member Zionist 
Organization of America over 
aid to Israel groups. 

In addition, there were these 
battles: 

1. A roaring fight was under- 
way in the U. S. between Hadas- 
sah, the Women’s Zionist Organ- 
ization, and the Red Mogen Dovid 
over blood collections and ambu- 
lance donations. The battle ex- 
tended to Philadelphia this week. 
(Details elsewhere in this issue). 

2. The United  Revisionist- 
Zionists were engaged on a cam- 
paign in total violation of Zion- 
ist discipline, backing the Irgun 
and attacking the Jewish state. 

3. The Mizrachi religious Zion- 
ists issued a thunderous no to a 
ZOA proposal for a merger of 
all U. S. Zionist parties and 
pushed ahead with its own aid-to- 
Israel campaigns. These had be- 
come such a babel of confusion 
and duplication that Israel] dis- 
patched Dr. Herbert Foerder, its 
food coordinator, to the U. S. His 
assignment was to seek some 
unity in the sprouting aid-to- 
Israel campaigns. 

4. The American Zionist Emer- 
gency Council was admittedly 
baffled by the swift strikes of the 
U. S. Bergson groups, collecting 
funds and arms for the Irgun. To 
date, no AZEC spokesman has 
been willing to discuss whether 
the overall Zionist body has any 
plans for dealing with Bergson- 
Revisionist campaigns against the 
provisional Government of Israel. 

The loudest current ruckus was 
a strictly ZOA affair, and cen- 
tered around Americans for Ha- 
ganah and Materials for Pales- 
tine. Both groups are manned 
largely by members of the Com- 
mittee for Progressive Zionism, 
the foes of the present leadership 
of the ZOA. The CPZ took a se- 
vere drubbing at the 5lst ZOA 
convention. (NJP July 9) 

CPZ in Both Groups 

Shortly after ZOA officials, 
speaking through AZEC, an- 
nounced the dissolution of Amer- 
icans for Haganah, a group of its 
leaders—including Rudolph Son- 
neborn, treasurer of the CPZ— 
announced formation of Ameri- 
cans United for Israel. 

The group said AUFI would 
take over Americans for Ha- 
ganah, including its publication 
“Haganah Speaks” and its film 
“The Illegals,” and would absorb 
Materials for Palestine around 
Oct. 1. The Post erroneously 
listed the two groups as official 
ZOA projects. 

Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, chair- 
man of AZEC, and Dr. Emanuel 
Neumann, ZOA president, 
promptly blasted the new group 
as a disruptive element and is- 
sued an appeal to U. S. Jewry 
to withhold support. 

An AUFI spokesman told The 
Post that the Zionist order to 
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NEUMANN SILVER 
“dissolve” was motivated by ma- 
chine party politics and he repudi- 
ated the authority of AZEC to 
“dictate” dissolution of Ameri- 
cans for Haganah or its succes- 
sor. 

AUFI Very Disturbed 

“We are disturbed and dis- 
tressed over the fact that leaders 
of a party organization seek to 
dictate our dissolution,” the 
AUFI spokesman, a membei of 
Americans for Haganah, said. 

He added that Israeli officials 
have expressed gratitude for the 
public relations work of Ameri- 
cans for Haganah. 

Why Not Revisionists? 

He asserted that AZEC “never 
dissolved the American League 
for a Free Palestine, chief U. S. 
Bergson group, or the Revision- 
ist party, both of whom are 
vigorous Irgun supporters.” 

The spokesman said Materials 
for Palestine originally was or- 
ganized by Sonneborn to buy 
ships for illegal immigration and 
now provides non-contraband ma- 
terial for Israel. 


He said it was “ironical” for 
Dr. Neumann to plead for elim- 
ination of duplication in U. S. 
Jewish organization when the 
ZOA has organized its own 
“Equipment for Palestine” 
which provides non-contraband 
material to General Zionists in 
Palestine, 


The AUFI declined direct com- 
ment on Dr. Neumann’s charge 
that the new group was a device 
to circumvent the dissolution or- 
der. Instead, he sharply criticized 
Neumann for “bursting into the 
general press with an _ aitack 
when he could very easily have 
sat down and talked the whole 
matter over at length with our 
executives.” 


No Connection With CPZ 


He denied that formation of the 
new group, in which Sonneborn 
is a leading spirit, had anything 
to do with the trouncing given 
the Committee for Progressive 
Zionism at the ZOA convention in 
Pittsburgh. 

A Post query to the American 
Zionist Emergency Council on 
plans for its future relations with 
the new group brought a shrug 
and the comment that “it’s their 
privilege to continue but they 
won't have the sanction of offi- 
cial Zionist bodies.” 

In telegrams to ZOA districts 
throughout the United States the 
ZOA announced that the Jewish 
Agency had repudiated the AUFT 
and planned an investigation of 
the materials aid confusion.

EVEN SULZBERGER NOW AGREES 
ISRAELI HOISTED JEWISH STATUS

read the following in Ruth Gruber’s article in the Herald 

Tribune of July 23 (Unscathed City of Nazareth): 

“The commander of the 7th Brigade which took Nazareth, is 
a tall, heavy-set, fortyish, of Toronto, who during the war was 
mentioned 46 times in dispatches.” Then follows the story of Joe 
from Montreal, whom I may or may not know. 

But I do know the guy from Toronto. I don’t think he is 
more than 36. I saw him in Tel Aviv a couple of times. 

The first one to tell me about him was Chuna. You know 
that big lumbering guy who, with the aid of Louis Lipsky and the 
Jewish National Fund, moved his headquarters 
from Cafe Royal in New York to Cafe Cassith in 
Tel Aviv. You’re likely to run into Chuna when 
you’re not looking for him. It is less easy to find 
him when you look for him. Anyway, the second or 
third evening I was in Tel Aviv, as I sat in the 
Gat-Rimmon hotel lobby, here was Chuna. One of 
the things he told me as we walked along Hayar- 
kon street was this: “I want you to know that the 
general of the Haganah is one of your pupils from 
Toronto. Here is the hotel he lives in. But re- 
member, he has a different name here.” 

The next evening as I walked with Charlie Ress, I ran into 
Benny. I looked away. That week, on a Saturday evening, as I 
sat with a couple of people in Cafe Cassith, hard by the door, 
Benny walks in with an athletic-looking American fellow—must 
be on the same business, I thought. “Hello, Benny,” I said, “you’re 
the little boy who wouldn’t study Hebrew.” “I wish I had studied 
it,” he answered with sincere regret. 

“I see you're learning it the hard way now,” I said. ‘(How long 
have you been here?” 

He hesitated. “About three months.” I started introducing my 
friends: “This is Hayim Halpern, agricultural expert of the Hista- 
druth. This is Mr. Dubrowski, an engineer from Haifa. This is 
Mr. Malkin, a writer.’ He shook hands with them all, but I 
failed to mention his name. He bent over and whispered into my 
ear: “My name here now is Ben-David.” A very honest name, con- 
sidering that his father’s name is Dave. 

) * 

A WEEK OR TWO later, Barney Joseph came up to my hotel 
and asked me to come and have dinner with him. Barney, whose 
name has lately appeared quite often in the press, is the legal 
adviser of the Jewish Agency and the chairman of the Jewish 
Emergency Committee for Jerusalem, He had come to Tel Aviv to 
organize a convoy to the besieged city. We went to the Katie Dan 
hotel—one of those swanky places on the sea beach where there 
are so many damn foreigners you hardly hear a word of Hebrew 
—and there Barney ran into some of his cronies from South 
Africa—a whole clan of Zionist Litvack millionaires, the kind that 
James MacDonald praised at the ZOA Convention in Pittsburgh. 
Opposite me sat a young fellow who spoke a poor Hebrew but 
knew all the military terms in Hebrew. 

“What are you doing here?” I asked the young man. 

“Inyanei hashaah” (Current matters) he replied in Hebrew. 

“Do you know my friend Benny?” I asked him. 

“Sure, a very good man. He is going out on a job tomorrow.” 

As we walked out, I ran into Benny who was having dinner 
in company with some friends. I stopped to talk to him. 

“This is your first trip to Palestine,” he asked. “Well, how do 
you like it?” And then he added: “I suppose it is a foolish ques- 
tion.” There was no doubt as to how Benny liked the country. He 
had spent some time there a couple of years before the outbreak 
of the war until he was recalled by his parents to help in the bu-s 
iness. When the war broke out he joined the Canadian army, 
where he became one of its outstanding heroes. “I am leaving early 
tomorrow,” he told me when I asked when we could get together 
again, 











SUBSEQUENTLY I LEARNED from officers in the Haganah in 
Tel Aviv and in Rome that Benny was held in high esteem as a 
capable brave soldier and as an officer who knew how to handle 
men and make them like him. I think he left for the Jerusalem 
sector the morning after I spoke to him in the Katie Dan hotel. 

I found in my conversations with young Jews in Israel 
that they are deeply appreciative of the personal participation 
by American and Canadian Jews. They resent the attitude that 
all American Jews can give is money, but at the least sign of 
readiness on the part of American Jews to throw in their lot 
with the Jews of Israel, they show a great deal of enthusiasm. 

I spent a day and a night at Ginegar, where 18 General Zionist 
halutzin from the United States are training. Ginegar is in the 
Emek, facing the Mishmar Haemek, where Fauzi Kuakji’s attempt 
to cut the Emek in two by an artillery attack was frustrated by 
a handful of heroes without artillery. Ginegar is a thriving kib- 
butz of 300 souls, and our American boys and girls are there un- 
til they are ready to form a kibbutz of their own. Some of the 
boys are in the army. Nat Cohen took part in the capture of the 
German Wadheim in Palestine, Berny Popkin was wounded at the

The British agreed that it was 
necessary to start general Zion- 
ist collective settlements in Is- 
rael to offset the political weight 
of labor Zionist work in that di- 
rection, But British general Zi- 
onists said they were ready to 
collaborate with the Labor Zion- 
ist movement, while American 
general Zionists wanted to battle 
openly for more free enterprise 
and direct political power in Is- 
rael. 

Israel Over Party 

The British view that the Zi- 
onist movement as a_ whole 
should prevail over party inter- 
ests prevailed, the Chronicle re- 
ported. The majority of Europ- 
ean delegates were agreed on the

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WHAT WILL ISRAEL'S LAWMAKERS 
DO ABOUT THE STATUS OF WOMEN?

NN answer to Rabbi Nathan Drazin (NJP July 2-9) who insisted 
I that Rabbi Mordecai Kaplan was mistaken about the status of 
women in Jewish law, we quote another Orthodox rabbi, Mendell 
Lewittes of Dorchester, Mass., and vice president of the Rabbinical 
Council of America. 

The Jewish Spectator of May, 1948, carried an article by Rabbi 
Lewittes on “A Constitution for the Jewish State,” in which he 
jooks forward to the re-establishment of the Sanhedrin. One of its 
problems, according to Rabbi Lewittes, will be the legal status of 
women. He writes: 

“Though we are wont to take pride in the exalted position which 
women have always held in Jewish life, there remain in the rab- 
pinic code certain disabilities for women. Their testimony in court, 
for example, is not on a legal par with the testimony of man, A 
woman, according to the Talmud, may not hold the office of judge. 
Our modern concept of universal suffrage and the equality of 
the sexes will not permit us to retain in the modern Jewish State 
such discrimination against women. The Sanhedrin does have the 
power, within the framework of the Torah, to lift women to com- 
plete legal and social equality with man. In this respect, as in so 
many others, the Jewish State will be an oasis in the vast desert of 
Arab feudal society, where woman today is little more than a chat- 
tel. 

“In respect to women’s rights in marriage and divorce, Jewish 
traditional practice is most modern in virtually all respects. Stu- 
dents of such matters will readily testify that the Bible and the 
rabbis of the Talmud effectively protected the rights of the wife in 
a society where woman was legally defenseless, The modern San- 
hedrin will find ample precedent in the Talmud for instituting new 
regulations in marital affairs consonant with the needs of the day.”

NSPIRED by the torrid July heat, a few courageous male voices 
have been lifted once more in anguish over the senseless cloth- 
ing customs of men.

“If there is a HIAS merger 
with the JDC it will be limited 
to overseas activities and only 
for the duration of the DP 
emergency,” he said in his “Off 
the Record” column, 


DPs Need Mental Care 
For Israel, Says Expert 


NEW YORK—An American in- 
dustrial psychologist warned this 
week that Israel’s problems of 
immigration must not carry the 
additional burden of DP’s who 
are psychologically unready to 
take a positive part in the recon- 
struction of the Jewish state. 

Dr. Alfred J. Marrow issued 
the warning here after a survey 
in Europe of Jewish DP installa- 
tions for several organizations, in- 
cluding the Joint Distribution 
Committee and the American 
Fund for Palestinian Institutions. 

He proposed a long-range pro- 
gram of social healing to ease 
the psychological problems of 
resettlement and urged that 
such a program be started im- 
mediately in addition to relief 
activities by U. S. Jewry for the 
250,000 Jewish DPs in Germany 
and Austria. 

He said the shattering experi- 
ences of Europe’s uprooted Jews 
“has created a deep sense of 
suspicion and distrust and it is 
therefore imperative that the 
community to which he will emi- 
grate” understand the new ad- 
justments that the DP must make 
in a normal society. 

He said that in the DP camps 
he has visited he had come to 
the conclusion that the men were 
the worst sufferers because they 
had lost their role of family head 
and breadwinner. 

Dr. Marrow proposed that an 
international program of research 
and therapy on the human prob- 
lems of the DP be started, cover- 
ing the DP camps in Europe as 
well as the DPs in Palestine.

APPETIZERS 


An appetizer is a food served to introduce a meal. Its purpose is 
to stimulate but not to satisfy the appetite. It should herefore be a 
food of distinct flavour in itself, or one highly seasoned, so as to be 
tart and piquant; just 
enough for one bite. appetite is first 
through the eye, special care should be taken to make the appear- 


and it should be served in small portions, 


And since the stimulated 


ance of the appetizer attractive. The use of ingredients of contrast- 
ing colours is highly effective for this purpose. 


There are two general classes of appetizers, hors d'oeuvres and 
cocktails. Hors d’oeuvres include an almost endless variety of savory 
tidbits of this and that, ranging from such simple relishes as olives 
or crisped celery stalks to the most intricate combinations of in- 
gredients. They may be served, especially those consisting of mix- 
tures, on a variety of foundations, as on lettuce leaves, watercress, 
tomato slices, potato chips, crackers, slices of bread cut in plain or 
fancy shapes; or they may be served as stuffings in the scooped-out 
shells of such fruits and vegetables as lemons or tomatoes; or, if 
they are spherical like olives or strawberries, or if the mixture is 
firm enough to be rolled into balls, they may be served impaled on 
toothpicks. 


A single variety of hors d’oeuvres or an assortment of hors 
d’oeuvres may be served. They may be placed on individual plates 
at the table, or an assortment may be placed on a tray and passed 
in the living room; and they may be served as an accompaniment 
to a beverage, such as a tomato or sauerkraut juice cocktail, 


An hors d@’oeuvre which consists of a mixture spread on a foun- 
dation of bread, is called a canape. A canape is therefore really a 
compromise between an hors d’oeuvre proper and a sandwich; and 
any hors d’oeuvre mixture which is suitable as a spread for a canape, 
is also suitable as a spread for a sandwich. It is not the mixture 
itself but the foundation on which it is served which determines 
whether the dish shall be called hors d’oeuvre or canape or sand- 
wich. Accordingly, it is Jeft to the good taste and judgment of the 
hostess i nwhat form she will serve them. Because of their variety 
and the importance of their appearance, the preparation and ar- 
rangement of hors d’oeuvres offer wide for her creative abil- 
ity. (Some examples next week.)

I had promised Rabbi Gunther 
Plaut of the Washington Boule- 
vard Temple that I would visit 
his religious school on one of the 
Saturdays in which I was in Chi- 
fago recently, but on two sepa- 
rate occasions had to beg off. If 
for no other reason than that his 
classes use The National Jewish 
Post as a text book, I should have 
made an especial effort to get to 
the class, but maybe I can make 
up for it next year. Rabbi Plaut 
is one of the successful younger 
men in the rabbfinate. His let- 
ter, dated May 27, tells of an in- 
teresting experiment. It shows 
that even on a religious school 
level a code of rules is neces- 
sary. 


Dear Gabe: 

We were certainly sorry that 
you could not be with us; and 
I hope that this finds you well. 
It was doubly regretful that you 
were absent, because that morn- 
ing the class debated and voted 
on their “Calendar of Mitzvos” in 
final session. I am giving you be- 
low what they arrived at, and 
what, with the exception of two, 
all present signed, The class has 
25 members. 

These are not supposed to be 
“new standards” for Jewish life, 





These are simply minimum rules 
selected by the class to form the 
basis for their own Jewish life. 
I had nothing to do with this 
choice, and while I might have 
wished to include other things, 
this is the result of their free 
deliberation and decision. It goes 
without saying that signing was 
completely free. 

10 RULES FOR JEWISH LIVING 

1. Interest and participation in 
Jewish life here and abroad is 
necessary, and important, 

2. I will be associated with the 
synagogue. 

3. I will attend High Holiday 
services. 

4. I will attend Sabbath serv- 
ices at least twice a month, and 
will insist on Sabbath celebration 
(Friday night), at home, 

5. I will insist on having Hanu- 
kah and Pesach celebrated at 
home. 

6. I will begin to create a Jew- 
ish library, by purchasing Jew- 
ish books. 

7. I will read at least 3 books 
of Jewish content this coming 
year (upon recommendation of 
such books by the rabbi). 

8. I will contribute from my al- 
lowance to Jewish causes. 

9. I will insist that my family 
subscribe to a Jewish periodical, 
and I will read it. 

10. I will continue my religious 
education during the coming 
year, 

Points 4, 7 and 10 are to be 
binding for this year. At the end 
of the year we will meet again 
to see how well the “code” was 
earried out. 

There will be no policing and 
checking up. Each signer is re- 
sponsible to his own conscience. 

So far the class. 

I think that this may point the 
way to other classes doing the 
same thing and _ re-vitalize the 
idea of mitzvah in Jewish life. 
To the class itself this project has 
proven immensely stimulating 
and worthwhile. Shall I render a 
report a year from now?

The ZOA And The Other 


F M. Z. Frank meant by his column last week 
that.he disagreed with Emanuel Neumann’s 
recommendation that the present Zionist Or- 
ganization of America change into a cultural 
organization or a body of Friends of Israel, 
then The Post herewith jumps on Mr, Frank’s 
bandwagon. 

There is no reason for the ZOA to dissolve or 
to change its name. 

Change in emphasis yes, but even in this re- 
spect Dr. Neumann’s words are pointless, ex- 
cept as opening the way for discussion. 

Any organization, if it hopes to continue to 
serve effectively, must take into account 
changed conditions and change its own ‘pro- 
gram to fit. One major organization in the U. S., 
which failed to do exactly this, is now trying 
its best to retrieve the position it lost, but since 
history waits for no one, that body very prob- 
ably may never return to the position of dom- 
inance it once held in the American Jewish 
community. 


Just how wrong Dr. Neumann can be when 
he attempts to play politics with Zionism is 
best shown in the cold indifference to his invi- 
tation to the other Zionist groups in the United 
States to join in one overall Zionist grouping. 

This “spider to the fly” invitation is the height 
of chutzpah. If the Labor Zionists or the Miz; 
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American Zionist Bodies 


rachi were to join the ZOA, both their identity 
and their program would be lost. They would be 
gobbled up by the huge ZOA, 

What actually may happen in the Americag 
Jewish community is that the labor Zionistg 
and the Mizrachi may now find themselveg 
growing at an accelerated rate. 

Heretofore many who were sympathetic to 
Labor Zionism and the conception of a truly 
cooperative state in Palestine or those sympa. 
thetic to the ideals of a Torah state in Israel, 
have kent their efforts to the ZOA realizing 
that in this large majority group lay the best 
chances for influencing the Americans in the 
direction of a Jewish state. 

Now, however, with the state established, 
the labor Zionists can align themselves with 
that group whose ideology best agrees with their 
interpretation of the direction which Israel's 
economic and spiritual tendencies should take, 

The same holds true for newspapers like The 
Post, which wholly sympathetic with Labor 
Zionism, followed the same reasoning as that 
above. 

Dr. Neumann’s imvitation to the other Zi. 
onist groups, all of whom have contributed 
their share to the realization of the Jewish 
state, is an invitation for them to accept the 
hegemony of the ZOA, and is a demagopiq 
appeal at best, 


What About The World Zionist Organization? 


N discussing the new position of the Jewish 
group outside of Palestine, the dissolution 
of the Jewish Agency has been accepted 
without question, but nowhere does there seem 
to have been much serious discussion on the 
position of the World Zionist Organization, and 
its relationship not only to the Jewish state 
but to the various Zionist bodies in the diaspora. 
The administration of the ZOA already has 
asked the other Zionist bodies in the United 
States, such as the Labor Zionists and Miz- 
rachi, to join in one over-all Zionist organiza- 
tion, but what about the World Zionist Organ- 
ization? 

To The Post, the WZO no longer serves a 
purpose, Its continued existence, on the other 
hand, invites a challenge to the autonomy of 
Israel by Jewish bodies in the diaspora. Until 
the Jewish State is established beyond all 
doubts, then the WZO should certainly continue 


in business. But after that its raison d'etre, 
which was the establishment of that state, will 
no longer exist. 

The national Zionist bodies such as the ZOA 
should deal with some new agency set up by 
Israel to guide and direct them. It is even pos- 
sible that the ZOA or the Labor Zionists or the 
Mizrachi will want to continue their affiliation 
on a world-wide scale with similarly motivated 
groups in other lands and certainly there is 
no objection to this. 

In the political field there is the World Jew- 
ish Congress, and as far as Israel is concerned, 
it will have its embassies throughout the world. 
The World Zionist Organization could possibly 
transform itself into a cultural agency, just 
like the kind Dr. Neumann seem to have in 
mind for the ZOA, but hardly anyone believes 
that such work would keep alive an organiza 
tion like the WZO. 


Making Attendance Fashionable 


RITING in the current issue of The Jew- 

ish Layman, Daniel Hart, of Pittsburgh’s 
Temple Rodef Shalom, points out that in many 
Reform congregations the president, instead of 
setting a good example by attending services 
regularly, actually “sets the pace for religious 
indifference; indeed, it has become fashionable 
to be irreligious.” 

“Many of those in the council of the temple 
know little of the religious responsibility which 
is theirs,” Mr. Hart writes. 

“They are voted into office, not on the basis 
of religious knowledge and inspiration or spir- 
itual sentiment, but on the basis of good fel- 
lowship, They belong to the Jewish Clubs of 
their cities, they are in the social whirl of their 
set.” 

Mr. Hart then compares the American scene 
with his experience in England, where the 
fashion is exactly the opposite, “Some of the 


eommunal leaders, men of the highest social 
Strata, including even members of the House 
of Lords and Parliament, and other Jewish 
dignitaries were quite regular attendants at 
Temple and Synagogue worship, . . . They 
were the leaders of their respective communi- 
ties and, as such, set the pace for others to 
follow.” 

True enough. It is unfashionable in the 
United States for Jews to attend services. When 
a new face shows up at services, the immedi 
ate question is: “Do you have a Yahrzeit?” 


It would be an interesting experiment were 
one of our spiritual leaders persuasive enough 
to corral all the high society people in his con 


gregation and ask them to attend services in 
the hopes that thus being Jewish might become 
fashionable, like membership in the country 
club, 


Current Comment 


Provisional Jews, Those of South and West, 
Must Be Concern of Orthodoxy, Says Rabbi 
Israel Tabak, Baltimore, in the June Issue of 
“Jewish Life”’—“It is now possible to predict 
with mathematical certainty when the last Jew 
will say the last Kaddish at the last Minyan in 
the city of x or y in America.” 

This statement which was recently made at 
a public meeting called forth a great deal of 
controversy. But even the optimists were 
alarmed when they were made aware of the 
steady rate of decline of Jewish life and Jew- 
ish interest in certain communities. No matter 
how tragic the implications of such an augury, 
the inexorable laws of sociology cannot be 
changed by deprecating them. Something must 
be done if we are to stop the continuous down- 
trend of traditional Judaism in the so-called hin- 
terland. 

There are two kinds of Jews in America to- 
day: those who live in New York and in the few 


large cities in the East, and those who live in 
the great South or West. The difference between 
these sections of the American Jewish popula- 
tion is vast. They are worlds apart in their out: 
look and in their conception of Jewish values, 
as well as in their practices and observances. 
The Jew of New York is, in varying degrees, 
still rooted in Jewish tradition, is interested in 
intensive Jewish Education, adheres in a gen 
eral way to the Dietary Laws, and is conscious 
of the fundamental differences between Ortho- 
doxy and Reform. To our brethren in the Far 
West and the Deep South the lines of debarka 
tion are blurred, and those elements of Jewish- 
ness which have always served as a safeguard 
against the forces of assimilation are seriously 


threatened. And these provincial Jews, who are 


scattered over the length and breadth of this 
country, represent nearly half of the Jewish 
population. What are we doing for their sur- 
vival? . 66

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HAPOEL HAMIZRACHI CONVENTION 
WOULD HAVE PLEASED NJP WRITERS 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

J am one of the many who 
were painfully stricken by the 
yealization that in history’s most 
crucial moment for Israel, Zion- 
jsts in Pittsburgh found it pos- 
sible to engage in “‘maneuverings” 
and “machinations” that could 
possibly lead to “A Blow-by-Blow- 
Account of Opposition Downfall.” 
(N, J. P. July 2). I wonder if, 
after the more than 20 columns 
you gave to this Z.0.A. Conven- 
tion, and in view of your repu- 
gation for fairness, you would per- 
mit me a column or two for a 
“glow-by-glow” report of a Na- 
tional Convention that took place 
in Hurleyville, New York, at the 
very same time that Z. O. A. met 
in Pittsburgh. I refer to the An- 
nual Convention of Hapoel Ham- 
jzrachi of America, where ap- 
proximately 600 delegates assem- 
pled for deliberation on prompt 
and effective assistance to Israel. 

Hapoel Hamizrachi, as readers 
should know, is the organization 
which supports the building of 
religious colonies in Israel and ad- 
yocates an Israel based upon the 
principles and practices of our 
people’s traditions. It feels that 
the least it has the right to ex- 
pect, in keeping with Democratic 
principles, is that Religious Jews 
coming to Israel shall also find 
their place there. Perhaps it may 
be shocking to the average Ameri- 
ean Jew, even those who are not 
themselves religious, to learn 
that with the exception of Hapoel 
Hamizrachi’s 38 colonies, and 
with the exception of only a few 
others, the overwhelming major- 
ity of colonies in Israel do not 
have kosher food, do not observe 
the Sabbath, and do not give 
their children a yeligiougs educa- 
tion. 

They would, perhaps, be 
shocked, also, to learn that many 
thousands of Jewish orphans 
who are now coming into Israel 
will get no religious education 
whatsoever if they are placed in 
the colonies of certain major or- 
ganizations. This despite every- 
body’s awareness that the mur- 
dered parents of these children 


would turn over in their graves 
were they to have some way of 
knowing what is being done with 
their children. 

In a very recent visit to some 
of these colonies, I saw a young- 
ster who didn’t eat for two weeks 
before he made peace with the 
idea that in order to remain in 
Israel he must eat “Tarfuss.” Ha- 
poel Hamizrachi does not yet 
have the support it needs and de- 
serves from American Jews to 
make available facilities for all 
these children of religious back- 
ground who should be in their 
colonies or Youth villages. 

But getting back to our Con- 
vention of Hapoel Hamizrachi of 
America, I am happy to report 
that our delegates at Hurleyville 
sensed, throughout the four days 
of sessions, the seriousness of 
the moment and the sacredness 
of the opportunity for service to 
Israel. I am happy to report also, 
that though in earlier years our 
Conventions also suffered from 
political tapeworms that ate the 
heart right out of our Conven- 
tions, we rose to the occasion this 
year and emerged from four days 
of deliberations cleansed from 
political sin and refreshed in the 
purities of “A Cause that Re. 
freshes.” 

M. Z. Frank, had he attended 
our Convention and had he heard 
the city-by-city report of activi- 
ties and pledges for application 
tor the task commensurate with 
the crisis of the moment, would 
not have had to “pinch” himself 
to realize that “the peace and 
ultimate fate of Palestine lay in 
the balance.” 

Nor would Car] Alpert, had he 
seen the prominent role played 
at our Convention by our Youth, 
seen “no outlets for their ability 
and no opportuynities for harness- 
ing their creative energy.” He 
would have seen a situation dia- 
metrically opposite to the one 
where Zionist Youth was 
“eclipsed and eliminated by the 
monopolization of convention ma- 
chinery by the oldsters.” He would 
have seen, rather, hundreds of 


young people dedicating them- 
selves to the determination to 
rebuild Kfar Etzion, Ein Tzurim, 
Massuot Yitchak, Nevey Kaakov, 
Kfar Yavetz, Kfar Darom, and 
any of the other Hapoel Hamiz- 
rachi colonies that were either 
destroyed after heroic Maccabean 
defenses or evacuated by Hagan- 
ah orders. 

He would have heard eye-wit- 
ness reports of the militaristically 
incredible defeat inflicted by our 
Tirat Zvi on invading Arab 
hordes. He would have heard the 
report of a new colony now being 
set up in Beth Shean Valley, by 
a group of religious boys and 
girls from New York and Chicago 
who recently left for Israel, and 
an expressed determination by all 
to help them in every conceiv- 
able way to succeed in this his- 
torical undertaking. 

Nothing that is said here is 
intended to cast comparative dis- 
paragement upon Z.O.A., which, 
in political Zionism, has major 
accomplishments to its credit. We 
of Hapoel Hamizrachi, however, 
do assert that while Z.O.A. is ob- 
viously in need ‘either of reorient- 
ation or reconstitution in terms 
of its objectives at this time, the 
Hapoel Hamizrachi not only is 
not in need of reorientation but 
sees the clear and unmistakable 
necessity for renewed efforts, 
with greater determination and 
vigor, to present to Jewry the 
meaning of its now-even-more 
valid original orientation since in- 
ception. 

If my presentation of our Con- 
vention proceedings mistakenly 
gives the impression of semi-ar- 
rogant pride, the tone of this pre- 
sentation must be forgiven as 
the “Nachess” felt by one who 
saw a large group of young co- 
workers rise to the occasion and 
resolutely set aside all “Yetzer 
Hara” inclinations of conducting 
a “Politics-as-Usual”’ Convention 
in favor of selfless and non-politi- 
cal consideration of the needs 
of our Chaverim in Israel. 

We hope and pray that all fu- 
ture Conventions of the various 
Zionist groups will surpass us in 
this direction.

A REMINDER THAT B'NAI B’RITH GOT HECK 
FOR NOT JOINING BOYCOTT ON HITLER 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

So my old friend, I. Teitelbaum 
has traveled a long way in the 
matter of boycotts. He takes oc- 
casion to talk about Judge Meyer 
Steinbrink and B’nai_ B'rith 
“shortcomings” in the days of 
the “early days of Hitler” and 
the boycott. 

The most interesting thing 
about Mr. Teitelbaum’s letter is 
the eagerness not to hurt fellow 
Jew. in England. That is as it 
should be. He says, and rightly 
that “ No American Jewish group 
or organization should indulge in 
the luxury of being heroes at the 
expense of those Jews residing 
in other countries.” 

My dear friend Teitelbaum, 
why did you forget these sound 
ideas when the B’nai B'rith re- 
fused to join the boycott against 
Hitler? You may recall that the 
B’nai B'rith still had lodges in 
Germany in those early days. If 
the B’nai B’rith, the parent or- 
fanization America, had joined 
the boycott it would have meant 
reprisals on the officers of the 
organization in Germany, and in- 
deed on all its members. I recall 
Alfred Cohen, who was at the 
head of the B’nai B'rith then, say- 
ing that he could never sleep 
again if joining the boycott meant 
Conceniration camps for his fel- 
low members in Germany. 

But leading members of the 
American Jewish Congress not 





only refused to realize the posi- 
tion of the B’nai B’rith, but called 
on lodges and members of the 
organization to secede. That the 
B’nai B’rith acted properly was 
brought home to me a few 
months after the Hitler advent 
when one of the German refugees 
visited Manhattan - Washington 
Lodge of the B’nai B’rith. He 
heard an argument about the 


boycott. Some one insisted on the 
B’nai B'rith joining the boycott 
movement. His reply was “Sure 
you can join. You are far from 
the shoots.” 
It is So easy to be heroic when 
the other fellow’s skin is involved. 
Iam giad you have come to see 
the light, friend Teitelbaum. You 
do owe an apology to the B’nai 
B’rith for all the harsh things 
you said about that fine organi- 
zation in those days. Better late 
than never.

RESTAURANT AT MIAMI BEACH

AMI BEACH in mid-summer differs fm many respects from 

what it is in mid-winter. For one thing there is a greater 
wholesomeness. Young folks enjoying the luxury of a $5-a-day 
room ($30 in season) are not the kind to make ostentatious display 
of sparkling jewelry or to discuss in loud voices their latest busi- 
ness deals. 
the clientele more congenial—but the weather just 
as lovely.

He fought partition tooth 
and nail; he is virtually the Latin-American spokesman for the 
Arab League. On the other hand, Guatemala recognized Israel 
immediately after the U. S. Its representative, Gorge Garcia | 
Granados, has distinguished himself by his splendid efforts in 
championing the cause of Israel at the UN. 

“Isn’t it about time for the Jews of the United States to dis- 
criminate between friend and Foe? For years Cuba has been cash- 
ing in on Jewish tourists and honeymooners. Yet there is no com- 
parison between torrid Cuba and mountainous Guatemala—with 
its scenic grandeur, its -picturesque towns, its varied climate, its 
unspoiled natives not yet skilled in fleecing the tourists. Hotel 
owners and tourist agencies of greater Miami would do well to 
divert the tourist traffic from Cuba and direct it to Guatemala.”

REPORTING ON THE FIRST TRY 


AT MEASURING ANTI-SEMITISM-III

HE THEORY that one of the 
first steps in fighting Anti- 
gemitism would be to find out 
pow to measure it in people who 
pehave Anti-Semitically seems to 
pe beyond argument. Yet it is 
only recently that an attempt has 
peen made to devise an instru- 
ment which might do just that. 
qTwo previous reports in this 
department have outlined the 
problems which Daniel J. Levin-

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HITLER DEAD? OF COURSE NOT; 
HE SAT IN THIS PARK RECENTLY

'T WAS one of the hotter, duller 
days of midsummer and even 
the sprightly sparrows were 
drowsing in the eaves of the sur- 
rounding buildings. Not one spar- 
row had come to hunt for a nib- 
ble on the window sill at which 
I work in the daily newspaper 
office. People were limp, like 
towels just put through the 
wringer. They were counting 
the days when they could get 
away to cool vacations. 

It was on that recent day that 
the city editor 
thought it was 
timely to quicken 
the laggard 
minds of our 
citizens with a 
stirring ques- 
tion. Reporters 
were sent here 
and there to ask 
them: “In your 
opinion is Hitler 
alive or dead?” 

Some replied that they them- 
selves were feeling far too hot to 
care whether or not Hitler was 
burning in Hell, or they were re- 
sentful to have tossed at them 
a question that caused them to 
burn even the hotter on a hot 
day (“The idea of suggesting 
that Hitler might be alive!”) 
Others said that where there is 
no authentic funeral you can’t 
be too sure that there was a 
corpse. Still others asked, “Why 
dig that guy up? Why not let 
him stay buried and good rid- 
dance?” 

Yet if one of the reporters had 
come to me I could have given 
him late news of Hitler: News 
no later than the day before 
when I met a@ certain stranger in 
the park. But I am a member 
of the staff and in that function 
I am supposed to be on the receiv- 
ing not the giving end of inter- 
views. So no reporter came to 
me to ask whether in my opinion 
Hitler is alive or dead, though 
I could have told him about the 
stranger I met in the park no 
longer ago than the day before. 


I HAD SETTLED myself on 
the bench in the park in the heat 
of the day under the cool shade 
of an elm tree. A lost robin 
came to hunt for worms not 
far from my feet. (It was a 
downtown park where robins sel- 
dom visit and he was the only 
one, a robin separated from his 
family in the suburbs.) A little 
boy from one of the nearby room- 
ing houses was rattling along on 
his scooter to and fro in front of 
me. A yellow butterfly was gath- 
ering nourishment from the gladi- 
oli bed. Some pigeons flew down 
in the hope that I might be one of 
those gentlemen who come to the 
park with pockets full of crumbs 
to seatter around. 

Then the stranger came along 
and sat himself down on the other 
end of the bench. I should say 
he was a man of middle-age. His 
shabby, dusty clothing told me 
he was a fellow who had been 
going a long way, a long. time 
in hard luck. His heels were 
down. His haggard face seemed 
immobile like an image cut from 
stone, but his eyes burned hot, 
like coals. 

I couldn’t make out his eyes. 
The men at our backdoor al- 
ways had eyes in which there 
was nothing left, no hope, no 
faith, no reflection even of the 
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sunlight; dead eyes with no 
light in them. Fiepheuse men’s 
eyes were like the smeary, 
bleak windows of deserted 
houses. 

Suddenly the man’s hot eyes 
were turned on me. He was say- 
ing: “I guess you’re a Jew. I 
always know a Jew when I see 
one.” 

“Yes, I'm a Jew and what of 
it?” . . . Maybe I should have 
ignored him, as I do a dog that 
suddenly comes up to bark at 
me. I should have got up and 
walked away. Certainly, he was 
somebody for psychiatry to look 
after, not for me to bandy words 
with in a public park. I should 
have minded my dignity and 
walked away. 

i) 

BUT I AM A fellow who kas 

believed that the way to do with 


people like him was to be reas- 
onable, to speak softly, to show 


them the error of their sick 
minds. I might bring them 
around ... “Yes, my friend, I 


am a Jew and I hope you are 
a Christian. If you are a good 
Christian and I a good Jew we 
can get along very well!” 

He blazed up at this . 
Christianity! That’s something 
Jewish, too. All of the same 
cloth. That was the trick of an- 
other Jew. ‘Jesus! Christianity! 
And all the priests and the popes 
have fallen for him ever since. 
So you’re another one of that 
kind? Jew!” 

He said if it were up to him 
there wouldn’t be a Jew left in 
the world. Anyway, if we had 
the right kind of government 
Jews would be put in their 
place, everything they had 
would be taken from them. 
They would be put on a reserva- 
tion like the Indians. Anybody 

with any amount of Jewish 
blood in him would have to go. 
... “Then the rest of us would 
have a chance.” 

I let the man talk. It was all 
familiar to me—like the voice of 
some one dead that sometimes, 
in an incredible moment, one 
imagines he hears. But thif 
couldn’t be of my imagination. 
It had authentic likeness to a 
voice I heard screaming on the 
radio from Berlin some ten years 
ago, The stranger was saying: 
“Well, anyway, there are six mil- 
lion Jews less in the world than 
there used to be.” 


HE WAS STILL talking when 
I arose to go... . “Oh,” he said, 
“you don’t like to hear the truth, 
it hurts. Nothing suits me better 
than to hurt a Jew.” 

If the inquiring reporter had 
asked me, I would have replied: 
“Yes, Hitler is very much alive. 
I was with him on a bench in 
the park only yesterday. He was 
in the guise of a bum with crazy 
eyes. He makes different kinds 
of appearances. He may be 
found in the country club or in 
a slum or in a restricted suburb. 
. “Hitler is alive wherever men 
carry the germs of his mind’s 
disease and their eyes burn with 
his madness. He rejoices in his 
immortality and comforts himself 
with the assurance that he won 
the war.”

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Jewish Teachers Urged To Push Youth To Offer Selves To Israel

-(NJP)—-Dr. A. M. Dushkin, execu- 
vice president of the Jewish_ Education Com- 
mittee proposed this week that Jewish teachers in 
the United States encourage U.S. Jewish youth in 
every way to offer their services to the new Jewish 


State up to and including “complete self-identifica- 
tion as settlers.” 

“We should not be frightened by the bugaboo of 
disloyalty,” he declared in an editorial “Implications 


of the Jewish State for American Jewish Education,” 
in the Spring, 1948 number of “Jewish Education,” of 
which he is editor. 

“Would that tens of thousands of young Ameri- 
can Jews could find it in their hearts to go to 
the New Judea as soon as possible to serve it 
in the early days of its reconstruction,” he said 
Dr. Duskin made the proposal in listing seven ways 

in which the first Jewish state in modern history 
was likely to affect U.S. Jewish education. They were: 


1. RENEWED FAITH IN THE POSSIBILITIES 
OF LIFE. Referring to the Uov. 29 partition decis- 
ion, Dr. Dushkin said “ it is good that Jewish edu- 
cators can use the events of that day to teach our 
children faith in themsevles as huma bneings, faith 
in humanity, in its betterment and ultimate unity, 
in God.” 


2, VINDICATION OF BIBLE AND PROPHECY. 
Dr. Dushkin said that for Jewish teachers to speak 
in classrooms of “the desolate and barren” Palestine 
as a land of milk and honey had not been easy. “In 
our day that description in the Bible has been vindi- 





3. ENHANCEMENT OF JEWISH DIGNITY AND 
SELF-ASSURANCE. Jewish self-hate has been fed 
on the “corroding poisons” of the world’s charges 
that Jews were middlemen, parasites, cowards in- 
capable of self-defense, “sharpsters living on our 
wits, incapabl of self-government or united action.” 

“We have demonstrated for ourselves, ai least, 
that these are lies,” Dushkin said. “The proud 
but true boast of the Yishuv is that within one 
generation the shame and desolation was removed 
from our land, and the shame of exile and ghetto 
from our souls.” 

4. CONCRETIZATION OF MODERN JUDAISM. 
Whether Jewish teachers conceived of Judaism as a 
religious civilization or as a religious-national cul- 
ture, he said, “American Judaism has lacked the es- 
sential element of atmosphere—of informal expres- 
sion as well as of pervasive formal demonstration.” 

Israel will give concreteness, particularly when 
normal conditions return and travel can be resumed. 
“American Jews will be taught to supplement their 
Jewish experiences by spending parts of their lives 
in the new Judea and the new Jerusalem.” 

Dushkin pointed out that already “the Jewish 
State has already demonstrated a remarkable _ 
directness of appeal to Americans who are other- 
wise not concerned with Jewish life, an appeal 
which seems to go beyond argument or logic.” 
“From the lowliest taxi drive to Bernard Baruch, 

the nascent Jewish state has achieved immediate 
direct interest,” he said. “We teachers should use this 
direct interest as a first step toward acquiring Jew- 
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5. NEW CONTENT FOR JUDAISM. Agreeing that 
U.S. Jewry will have to create its own new content, 
“we shall evidently be grateful for the educationa] 
gifts of new events, new heroes, new stories, poems, 
songs, dances, dramas that will keep coming to us 
as results of the buoyant creative energy of the 
new state . * 


6. HEBRAIC ZIONIST IMPETUS. The hardest 
part of Jewish education in America is “the teaching 
of living Hebrew. The new State should help us 
greatly in this, both by example, and through the 
two-way passengers who will be going to and fro ag 
students, pilgrims and shelichim.” 

He said that all this will not meet the goal unti} 
Zionist leadership is freed enough from its politica] 
and financial obligations “to assume organized re. 
sponsibility for Hebraism in America.” 


7. NEW IDEAL OF SERVICE FOR JEWISH 
YOUTH. “Lastly, we can point to the dynamic value 
of presenting Jewish youth with new possibilities of 
service in or behalf of the Jewish State. 


“This may be in the form of offering special- 
ized skills and abilities for special occasions 
and special needs—defense, building, inter-com- 
munication; or they may be in the form of com. 
plete self-identification as settlers.” 

He said that “our functions as Jewish teachers wil} 
be to utilize and to encourage this ideal of service 
among our youth, to teach it diligently, even as we 
shall teach them service to the American Jewish

MYSTERY B-17 JEWS BACK; 
PILOT SEIZED, AIN’T TALKING 


NEW YORK—-The mystery of a war-surplus B-17 whose crew 
outmanuevered officials of two nations in a bid to reach Palestine 
seemed likely this week to stay a mystery. 

The fantastic odessy of the four engined bomber began two 
weeks ago at Westchester county atrport, 1 with nine men 


aboard. One of them, the pilot, 
said his name was Irwin R. 
Schindler of Miami. 

Schindler said he was taking 
his nine passengers on a train- 
ing flight, a story the airport 
officials accepted despite the 
fact that Schindler loaded 2,500 
galions of gasoline. 

The big plane landed at Hah 
fax with engine trouble, Cana- 
dian officials also accepted Schind.- 
ler’s story, levied a $100 fine for 
illegal entry and told the boys to 
go back to the U.S 


Schindler Arrested 

Instead, the crew. turned out 
to sea, without lights, and made 
for the Middle East, landing at 
the Azores for re-fueling. There 
they were held for the U. S. and 
flown back to New York, where 
FBI agents arrested Schindler. 

He was charged with violation 
of the Presidential Arms Em.- 
bargo proclamations and released 
en bond for the grand jury. His 
eompanions were released after 
questioning.

— The Anti-Defamation League this week 


reported on the formation of a Ku Klux Klan splinter group, avowed. 
ly Anti-Semitic and anti-Catholic as well as anti-Negro, with head- 


quarters in Columbus. 


The new group, which the ADL said called itself the Original 
Southern Klans, apparently was the same organization exposed by 


the Non-Sectarian  Anti- 
Nazi League, which said the new 
klan group planned to use tele- 
vision to spread race hatred in 
the south. (NJP July 23) ; 


The ADL version differed 
somewhat from that of the 
Anti-Nazi League. Both agreed 
that the new group received its 
charter from Judge T. Hicks 
Fort of Columbus, despite re- 
vocation of the Klan charter by 
the state of Georgia under 
former Gov, Ellis Arnall. 


The ADL said the formation 
of the splinter faction had its 
background in a _ struggle for 
power between Dr. Samuel Green, 
imperial wizard of the old Klan, 
and “Parson Jack” Johnston, of 
Columbus, former publisher of 
the hate-sheet, the Georgia Trib- 
une. 


Klan Not Prejudiced? 


Johnston’s backers are outspok- 
en in their hatred of Jews and 
Catholics, the ADL said, but Dr. 
Green frequently issued public 
statements denying that his fac- 
tion shared such sentiments. 


The ADL said Johnston and 
Fred New, present owner of the 
Georgia Tribune, are the pow- 
ers behind the scene of the new 
movement, and that the dissi- 
dents have captured two kon- 
klaves from the old klan as a 
base of operations. 
™ ADL sald that } nee was 


one important difference between 
the klan and the dissident group, 
The klan supposedly was not in- 
terested in making money, just in 
keeping certain people “in their 
place.”
